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power to select an engineer who is a
real road builder and a. man of ability.
Let him come from whatever state they
can procure him. He should do the
engineering and road building and not
be forced to play politics in locating
highways and pleasing communities.
The location of the roads should be
left to the state highway commission
which should ta-k- into consideration
the welfare and best interests of the
entire state and if possible be unan-
imous on all questions.

"The federal government gets best
results in those states which have high-
way commissions. With the interest
that the government is taking in build-
ing roads and national highways it is
of the greatest importance that Arizona
should have a well-organiz- depart-
ment. Arizona has some splendid sec-
tions of road and she has some sections
that are not so good. I have no doubt
that if she has a well-organiz- ed state
highway commission it will not be long
before she will have a great system of
highways that will compare favorably
to any in the Union.

"I have gone over your proposed
highway commission bill and consider
it an exceptionally practical and con-
structive measure, with no opportunity
for the sectional advantage of any por-
tion of the state."

Mr. Rountree left the Bankhead
highway convoy Thursday for the pur-
pose of meeting Mrs. Rountree and
their daughter and son at Bowie, Ari-
zona, going to Globe and coming to
Phoenix by way of the Roosevelt dam
and Apache Trail.
